make him recompence another way, 
Whereas theſe euents come to paſſe 
vpon abuſes which this monſter hath 
broughtin,hauing with the operation 
of his taile(being avery Canker)tranſ- 


portedthe moneysof our ITland , and 


withinour land altered the natureand 
valuation of the money, making one 
hundred pounds, tobe one hundred 
and ten pounds , and hauing ouer- | 
throwne charitie and free lending, 
Hencedid the cauſe proceede,tharthe 
ſtarute lawes were repealed, which 
did baniſh this monſter , for thereinit 
was like vnto the water which the 
more it is pent, the more it{welleth,;
